Fan. 30.1732-3. 
T this time of the year, I prefume 
you may not be unwilling to pay 
fome refpect to the memory of the 
M royal martyr. There is one part of 
his character lately come to light, as 
eminent in itfelf, and at leaft as need- 
ful to be recommended to this nation, 
| as ony of thofe other virtues, which 
diftinguifhed and adorned that truly Chriftian prince. — 

Bifhop Parker tells us, in his Hiffory of his own times, 
Lib. 1. p. 44. what he had heard from Arch-bifhop Suet- 
pon’s own mouth, That, after the treaty of the Ifle of 
Wight, im the laft defpair of the king’s affairs, when his 
murder had been refolved on by the officers, and all his friends 
and fervants were driven from him, with great intreaties 
he at laft obtained to have Suerpon left alone with him for 
the {pace of one day: of which day they made the moft, 
by lengthening it @ut to mid-night, til he was forcibly 
hauled away by the foldiers.’ The king toak this oppor- 
tunity to unbofom to him all his moft fecret and laft ad 
vices, and in chief the inftruétions which he weuld have 
him deliver to bis fon: among which the laft and the 
greateft was this, That to the utmoft of his power he 
fhould fet himfelf to redecm the fin ah facrilege, and be 
himéelf an example to his people, in 1.%eeing thofe re- 
venues, which the impiety of former times had plundered 
from the church ; which was a thing he had vowed with 
himfelf to God, if ever he were reftored to his throne. 

As the cruwn had been the firft and grand invader of 
the church’s patrimony, this religious prince thought it 
was but juft, that reftirution fhould begin, where the op- 
preffion firft took its rife. And if the troubles and calami- 
ties of his reign led him to this important vow ; for the 
fame reafon he could not but forefee, that all imaginable 
difficulties would attend the performance of it. Mens 
minds were fo far from being difpofed to reftore what 
they had gotten from the church, that they were juit ready 
to {wallow up the reft, and fhortly after actually did fo. 
The loweft terms infifted on, were the utter alienation of 
the Bifliops and Cathedral lands : and if he could have been 
reftored without complying therewith, nothing upon earth 
would fo probably have put al] to the hazard again, as fuch 
an attempt of reftitution. And yet, notwithftanding thefe 
difcouraging circumflances, he bound his foul to this pious 
enterprize; and when he could do nothing more than die 
a martyr for it himfelf, he left the execution of it as his 
dying command to his fon. 

How far this paternal vow was difcharged by the fon, 
cannot be inquired into without railing our wonder. In- 
fiead of reftitution, the tee-farm rents, about 60,0001. per 
ann. wereall fuld off ; and how the remaining firft fruiteand 
tenths were employed, we may guefs by the {pecimen of 
a 30,000]. grant out of them to the D—— is of P 

But the grand-daughter, our late great and good queen, 
having the fame fenfe of thefe things with the bieffed 
martyr, began her reign by reftoring to the church the firft 
fruits and tenths, all that was in her hands, being a revenue 
of about 17000]. per aon. which was more, [had almoft 
fay’d by the whole fum, than had been done for the 
church of England by all her predecefors fince the refor- 
mation. 

By the wife and admirable method which direéts this 
Preat henetacteon, ir will be as extentive, as laft ing ; and if 
i be perpetual, as ii was debgacd, it muft become univer- 
fil. About tour thoufand poor livings tafted the immediate 
Benefit of it, by being difcharged from the future payment 
ct firft fruits and tenths. Aud if there be belices thefe, 
as Mr. Ecron has fet thent down, in his State of queen 
Anne's bounty, about two thoufand more capable of aug- 
Mentation, the whole nursesr of poor livings may be count- 
ed upwards of fix thoufand. The prefent revenue of the 
corporation, fince the difcharge of thole livings, 1 reckon- 
¢d at aout 13,c00]. per ann, which is uficint to aug-

ment better than fixty livings a year ; and confequently 
may take in the whole fix thoufand in aboat an hundred 
years. The firfe augmentations begun in 1714, fo that 
whofoever fhall be alive at the beginning of the next cen- 
tury, will fee this diffufive bounty fhedding irs bleflings 
over the whole nation, and every poor living in it aug- 
mented once. And the fame inexhguftible fountain’ will 
{till remain, to water ower again the fame places, where- 
foever it fha!l be thought needful. 

And to make this great charity ftill greater, as the hap 
py effect has hitherto been in moft places double, by the 
rules of the corporation, every private benefactor, who will 
lay down 200], in money, or the value in tithes or lands, 
fhall have it joined with the like fum, out of the royal 
bounty, for the augmentation of any living within the 
rules, which fuch benefactor fhall nominate. 

Let me now intreat all gentlemen, who have tithes, or 
gliebe lands, unhappily miogled with their eftates, to take in- 
to their moft {erious and difinterefted thoughts the generous 
example of thefe two truly Chri(tian princes ; one of whom 
obliged hirafelf by a vow of reftitution to the church, and 
the other actually made it, 

In an eftate acquired by the private fraud of the’ father, 
the children have many times this to plead, that they know 
not to whom to make reftitution. But in the cafe before 
us, the right owners cannot be unknown: the tithes in 
their own wature carry upon them the indelible badges of 
Levi ; and the very reafon of fetting them a-part, was, 
that they might*be payed by all, bac never to, any of the 
other tribes; and the glebe lands, do to this day retain, 
- in their appellations, providential marks to diftinguifh 
them. 

If by way of defence it be pleaded, that neither we, nor 
our anceftors had any hand in feizing the fpoil; we came 
by thefe inthe fame manner by which we havc our other 
pofieffions, by inheritance, or by purchafe ; to this ! an- 
{wer, that tho’ this be generally the cafe, and there are 
very few, if any, ecclefiaftica] eftates in the fame families 
to which they were at firft alienated; yet the receiving and 
keeping poffeflion of things, to which the goodnefs of the 
title is at beft dubious, comes neareft to the original in- 
juftice (if there was any) of actually taking them away. 

As tothe legal validity of the title; upon which fo much 
firefs is layed, it highly behoves all perfons concerned, f{e- 
rioufly to confider this fhort ftate of the matter, That all 
the tithes and glebe lands have been frequently, and with 
great execrations, dedicated to God, with all the folemni- 
ties both of law and religion, with all the fan@tiions which 
the act of man could apply, vefted in him, and thereby ac- 
knowlédged to be his immediate property, exclufively of 
all other perfons but thofe more immediately devoted to 
his fervice. And what authority has he ever given to any 
one, whom has he ever commifficned to furrender them 
back again? And without fuch confent, fhall the act of an 
inferior court, fha!l any power upon earth pafi a fine againft 
the univerfal Lord, and bar the right of the proprietor of 
all things? 

And if his previous confent is not to be alleged, what 


"better tokens has he given of any fubfequent approbation ? 


Has he fince confirmed; or acknowledged the right of the 
prefent poflefiors ? If poffeffion be their beft plea, has he 
{uffered that to continue long peaceable and uninterrupted ? 
Has he not frequently entered his claim, and flung out the 
poflefior ; and that fometimes in a very extraordinary and 
fignal manner? For inftances of this, look into Sir Henry 
Specman’s Hiflory of facrilege : read over his fon judge 
SpeLMan’s Preface to his father’s book De non pondedes. 3 
ecclejus :; read Mr, Lesty’s Effay spon tithes, And if all 
thefe fhould be fuipected to be prejudiced perfons, tho’ the 
two former were lay-men, and the laft received no benefit 
from tithes ; there is another authority, which in this point 
muft be unexceptionable. Mr. Serpen employed his whole 
learning directly againft the divine right of tithes: and yet, 
when he came to confider them upon this foot, as things 
which had been folemnly dedicated to Gad, he not only 


-contefles, that they mutt be unalienable, but concludes the 


paragraph with this memorable remark; “ That thofe 
“who had devoured what was fan@tified, have (in 
‘*¢ no {mall number) fince found inheritances thence de- 
‘« rived to them, but as Szyanus’s horfe, or the gald of 
“ Thou'oufe.” Review pag. 486. Let every perfon con- 
cerned impartially recollect, what he muft belt know 
himéelf, che hiftory of his own eftate; and trace up, if he 


( can, fuch a variable, fluQuating pofleffion, back to the 
time of the reformation.

What I have here fayed is not defigned to affect the 


abbey-lands, but relates folely to glebe-lands, and tithes, — 


Concerning which, if an impropriator be asked, How the 
latter came to be payed, and why the former were annexed 
to the cureof fouls, what anfwer can he return, which will 
not condemn himéelf ? And, I believe, he need not be asked 
a fecond queftion, What he does with thefe tithes and 
giebe-lands, or for them ? — 1 would only beg every fuch 


perfon to cenfider, what fair and eatiy oppertunity he 


now has of making fome reparation for the (perhaps in- 
advertent) injuftice of preceding generations, only by 
joining with the royal Const, in augmenting the poor 
viearoge or cure of fouls, from which this addition to his 
eftate was originally taken. : ’ 

In a work to fee fo many perfons of learning and 
piety, who by the rules of their order are excluded irom 
all other methods of fupporting themfelves and families, 
compelled to hackney about from church to church, and 
officiate in two or three incompatieble cures by halves, 
and ali Lut juft enough to keep them from ftarving ; at 
the fame time that the ancient plentiful revenues of the 
church are fwallowed up by pertbne who cannot perform 
any ecclefiattical offices themfelves, and will not contribute 
to the maintenance of thefe who do ; this, I fay, is fauch a 
fpectacle, which, tho’ very common in this kingdom, and 
very confiftent with the great averfion which many per- 
fons have to popery, yet feems not very confiftent with a 
fincere belief of the truth of Chriftianity.
